Effective Date: July 1, 2003.

Explanation of State Expenditures: (Revised) Thisbill increases the total number of required continuing
education credits from 10 hoursto 12 hours. At least three of the hours are to be dedicated to federal and
state laws and rules regulating the embalming and funeral professions, which is one of the seven topics
currently required to be covered. According to the Professional Licensing Agency, the fiscal impact of this
provision will be minimal.
